WILDLIFE DAMAGE PROGRAM - 2011 BUDGET APPROVAL
Laurie Koeck presented the 2011 Wildlfe Damage Budget. Motion (McConnell/Schweder) to
approve to 2011 budget as presented. Motion carried.

Koeck presented the proposed crop prices that will be paid for 2010 damage claims. These prices are
averages of the crop prices throughout the year. In order to bring the crop prices more in line with
current prices, the prices of field corn, soybeans, and wheat were increased by $1.25 per bushel.
Motion (McConnell/Whirry) to approve the crop prices as proposed with an increase of $1.25 per
bushel for field corn ($4.73/bushel), soybeans ($10.36/bushel), and wheat ($5.75/bushel). Motion
carried.

Motion (Dahlke/McConnell) to set November 15, 2010 as the 90% crop harvest date. No crop
damage assessments will be conducted after this date. Motion carried.

Little Green Lake - Inquiring to Little Green Lake Protection and Rehabilitation District for support of a
future basin project.

Fox River - FRIA (Fox River Improvement Association) offered pontoon boat trips at Berlin’s recent fall
festival with tour guides highlighting the Fox River’s environmental and historical importance.

Hebbe reported that the budget submitted to the Finance Committee has been approved.

Discussion was held on the wall layout of the new office space at the Government Service Center.
According to recent rumors, a portion of the solid wall between the Land Conservation Department and
the neighboring Land Use Planning & Zoning Department is to be removed. The P&l Committee did
not initiate this change. Motion (McConnell/Schweder) to send a letter to the P&l Committee that the
Land Conservation Committee has already reviewed and approved the office layout with a solid wall
between the Land Conservation Department and the neighboring Land Use Planning & Zoning
Department and see no need to change the layout.
